IN  PARIS,  informed  sources 
said  De  Gaulle  had  decided  to 
order  punishment  of  the  riot  lead- 
ers.

We  Got  Our  Vacation 

Students  have  won  their  right  to  an  extended  va- 
cation, and,  according  to  administration  officials,  they 
won  it  through  the  mature  way  they  acted  in  presenting 
their  grievances. 

We  agree  that  Thursday  night’s  rally  was  a well- 
organized  protest  meeting— amazingly  so  when  you  con- 
sider  how  fast  the  organizers  worked  to  bring  it  about. 

The  sad  thing  about 
the  whole  affair  is  that 
it  had  to  happen  in  the 
first  place.  Why,  we  keep 
asking  ourselves,  is  it 
so  necessary  to  keep  ev- 
erything so  hush-hush 
around  here? 

Administrators  knew 
weeks  ahead  of  time  that 
some  students  would  be 
given  special  permission 
to  leave  early  because 
they  had  to  travel  long 
distances  home.  Yet,  in 
spite  of  knowing  how 
students  felt  about  the 
issue  they  insisted  on 
keeping  it  from  publica- 
tion. 

Certainly  no  one 
should  be  naive  enough 
to  think  the  administra- 
tion was  forced  into 
gi’anting  the  extension. 
If  BYU  students  had  not  behaved  as  matui’ely  as  they 
did  during  the  rally,  we  have  no  doubt  but  that  the 
administration  would  never  have  relented. 

The  fact  that  the  administration  called  students  to 
a special  meeting,  heard  their  grievances,  then  changed 
the  calendar  shows  to  us  how  fairminded  they  can  be 
v/hen  needed. 

Significantly,  we  are  told,  the  extension  was  granted 
on  the  basis  of  several  sound  arguments  advanced  from 
the  students.  Chief  among  these  was  the  safety  factor, 
whereby  students  would  have  need  to  travel  in  winter- 
time long  distances  over  a short  period  of  time.  Another 
factor  considered  was  that  many  students  need  Christ- 
man employment  to  help  them  remain  in  school. 

These  arguments  had  been  previously  published  in 
the  Daily  Universe  editorial  columns  and  in  our  Inquir- 
ing Photographer  series.  Apparently,  however,  it  took 
three-thousand  unhappy  students  at  Thursday  night's 
rally  to  emphasize  the  problem. 

We  feel  that  several  people  deserve  recognition  for 
the  roles  they  played.  First,  the  three  freshmen  who 
tliought  of  the  rally  and  succeeded  in  getting  it  organ- 
ized deserve  thanks  for  putting  the  machinery  in  mo- 
tion. Dean  Romney  is  to  be  commended  for  his  efforts 
on  belialf  of  the  students,  and  president  Max  Pinegar 
should  be  mentioned  for  his  championing  of  the  stu- 
dents’ rights.

JFK’s  Cabinet 
Takes  Shape; 


Five  Await  OK 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.  12  (UPI) 
—Dean  Rusk,  President-Elect 
John  F.  Kennedy’s  appointee  for 
Secretary  of  State,  said  tonight 
he  may  begin  conferring  with 
State  Department  officials  to- 
morrow. 

But  he  said  he  had  not  yet 
heard  whether  any  meetings 
have  been  definitely  set  up.  In 
any  case,  Rusk  said,  he  would 
begin  almost  immediately  con- 
ferring with  State  Department 
officials  on  foreign  policy  and 
plans  for  the  change  of  admin- 
istr^ion  there. 

Sources  close  to  the  Kennedy 
camp  today  listed  the  following 
as  front-runners  for  five  of  the 
cabinet  posts  which  President- 
Elect  John  F.  Kennedy  still 
must  fill: 

DEFENSE  — Robert  McNam- 
ara, 44,  who  took  over  last 
month  as  president  of  the  Ford 
Motor  Company.  One  published 
report  said  Kennedy  already  had 
offered  him  the  post  and  expect- 
ed acceptance  early  this  week. 

TREASURY  — Douglas  Dill- 

1,  51,  now  undersecretary  of 
state.  He  is  held  in  high  regard 
by  members  of  both  parties  on 
Capitol  Hill. 

LABOR  — Arthur  Goldberg, 
AFL-CIO  special  counsel  and 
general  counsel  of  the  Steel- 
workers Union.  This  appoint- 
ment is  said  to  be  running  into 
some  opposition  from  AFL  craft 
unions,  particularly  in  the  build- 
ing trades. 

One  informant  said  Kennedy 
would  like  to  appoint  Goldberg 
and  that  an  endorsement  from 
AFL-CIO  President  George  P. 
Meany,  who’is  expected  to  con- 
fer this  week  with  Kennedy, 
probably  would  cinch  the  post 
for  him. 

AGRICULTURE  — This  was 
described  as  a “horse  race”  be- 
tween Fred  C.  Heinkel.  presi- 
dent of  the  Missouri  Farmers 
Association,  and  SS-yeax-old 
Rep.  George  S.  McGovern,  D- 
S.D.,  with  Heinkel  still  in  front. 
If  McGovern  loses  out,  he  is 
certain  to  get  a full-time  job  di- 
recting the  administration’s 
“food  for  peace”  program — eith- 
er at  the  White  House  or  at  the 
Agriculture  Department.

I feel  that 
the  current  proposal  in  the  BYU 
Senate  to  keep  organizations 
from  sponsoring  studentbody  ac- 
tivities is  completely  foolish  and 
ridiculous. 

IS  THE  CHANGE  desired  for 
increased  effectiveness  and  ef- 
ficiency? Then  may  I point  out 
that  the  Campus  Chest  drive 
which  for  many  years  failed  mis- 
erably under  'studentbody  com- 
mittee direction  was  given,  to 
the  Intercollegiate  Knights  to  di- 
rect with  the  express  expecta- 
tion thkt  the  unit  would  be  able 
to  do  a better  job. 

And  I may-  also  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  Arizona  Club 
dances  seem  to  enjoy  far  greater 
popularity  and  success  than  do 
other  studentbody  dances. 

WE  NEED  only  to  mention 
other  aspects.  For  example:  who 
would  put  on  many  of  the  Fri- 
day assemblies  if  not  the  social 
units?  Where  would  the  Blood 
Drive  be  without  the  Sponsor 
Corps  and  unit  competition?  In 
every  instance  it  should  be  easy 
to  see  that  unit-sponsored  ac- 
tivities are  far  more  successful 
than  a similar  studentbody-di- 
rected  function.

The  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity Cougars,  behind  a 19  point 
scoring  effort  of  senior  guard 
Gary  Earnest,  hung  on  to  edge 
the  stubborn  Horned  Frogs  from 
Texas  Christian  University  by  a 
score  of  74-65. 


ALTHOUGH  the  Cougars 
showed  spots  of  greatness,  it  was 
evident  from  the  start  that  they 
were  not  going  to  repeat  their 
performance  of  Saturday  night 
when  they  humiliated  the  Uni- 
versity of  Miami  by  a score  of 
112-80. 


The  Cats  jumped  to  a 2-0  lead 
with  only  30  seconds  gone  in  the 
game  on  Bruce  Burton’s  twisting 
jump  shot  from  the  right  side 
of  the  key. 


TCU  fought  back  and  took 
over  the  lead  on  three  consecu- 
tive free  throws  by  Dave  War- 
_nell  but  Burton  connected  again 
to  send  the  Cats  in  front  once 
more. 


A LONG  SET  shot  by  Earnest, 
a free  throw  by  Earnest  and  a 
follow  by  Burton,  and  the  Cats 


looked  like  they  were  on  their 
way. 

The  Frogs  hung  on  desperat- 
ely, however,  using  ' the  free 
throw  to  counteract  their  cold 
shooting  from  the  field  (24^c.) 
in  the  first  half.  In  fact  they 
only  scored  half  as  many  field 
goals  as  the  Cougars  (18-9)  but 
their  13  of  15  from  the  charity 
stripe  lifted  them  to  within  10 
points  of  the  Cougars  at  half- 
time at  41-31. 

THE  SECOND  half  began  the 
comedy  of  errors,  not  only  for 
the  Cougars  but  TCU  took  their 
turn  too.  BYU  lost  possession  of 
the  ball  via  violation^,  bad  pass- 
es, etc.  a total  of  14  times  while 
the  Frogs  muffed  21  times. 

The  listless  Cougars  saw  their 
halftime  lead  expand  to  14  at 
47-33  with  only  2:21  gone  in  the 
second  half,  dwindle  to  six  at 
the  end  of  the  third  period  and 
finally  slip  to  only  five  with  a 
little  over  a minute  left  in  the 
game. 

EARNEST,  however,  scored 
on  two  layups  off  the  fast  break 
and  picked  up  a free  throw  to 
increase  the  Cougar  margin  to 
their  74-65  game-ending  edge. 

Both  coaches  went  to  their 
bench  early  in  the  ball  game. 


For  Coach  Stan  Watts,  guards 
Bob  Wilson,  Ron  Steinke,  for- 
ward Gene  Kunz,  and  reserve 
center  Lloyd  Johnson  all  did 
creditable  jobs  in  relief. 

EARNEST’S  19  points  were 
tops  for  the  night.  He  was  fol- 
lowed on  the  Cougar  side  of  the 
ledger  by  Timo  Dampen  with  15, 
Dave  Eastis  11,  Wilson  9,  Bur- 
ton 6,  Kunz  5,  and  Steinke  4. 
Jim  Kelson  and  Roland  Bevell 
each  had  two  to  account  for  the 
Cougar  scoring. 

Warnell  had  17  points  on  sev- 
en field  goals  and  three  from 
nine  from  the  line  to  lead  the 
Frogs. 

THE  WIN  gave  the  Cougars 
an  over-all  record  thus  far  this 
season ' of  three  wins  and  two 
losses..  They  came  out  with  a 
2-1  record  in  their  last  three 
games,  not  bad  considering  they 
played  three  tough  teams  in 
four  nights. 

The  Cougars  can  rest,  until 
Thursday  at  least,  when  they 
resume  their  home  pre-season 
schedule  against  Memphis  State. 
Saturday  they  host  Border  Con- 
ference powerhoilte  New  Mexico 
State  and  top  things  off  with  a 
tilt  against  eighth  ranked  Kan- 
sas University  and  All-Ameri- 
can Wayne  Hightower.

COACH  PETE  WITBECK  sin- 
gled out  his  tentative  starting 
lineup  to  play  for  the  “Whites” 
while  the  “Blues”  are  hopefuls 
trying  to  nudge  out  the  top  five 
for  a starting  berth. 


Averaging  almost  80  points 


per  outing,  the  White  team  has 
been  sparked  by  well-rounded 
scoring  and  consistent  domina- 
tion of  the  boardsy  Bill  Blumen- 
thal  has  paved  the  way  so  far 
with  23,  8 and  22  points  from 
his  forward  position.  Close  be- 
hind is  6-3  guard  Jerry  Dahl- 
man  who  is  firing  away  at  the 
rate  of  16.3  counters  per  game.
